A REPORT ON THE FARM 
IMPROVEMENT LOANS ACT 


tained loans totalling nearly $10,- 


ling the first full year’s 
of this Act was tabled in Parlia- 
ment recently by the minister of 
Finance, Hon, Douglas Abbott. 


Loans are made _ through the 
3,000 branches of the chartered: 


banks for the improvement of liv- 
ing conditions on farms. The in- 
terest rate is 5 per cent simple in- 
terest per annum, and loans may 
be made for periods up to ten 
years. The legislation aims at as- 
sisting particularly ‘the average, 
farmer who in the past has not;
